1. MEETING CHAIRED BY SHABA (TANZANIA) EOR SISAL AND HENEQUEN 
AND VICE CHAIRMAN JAYASINKA (SRI LANKA) FOR ABACA AND COIR. 
DISCUSSION CENTERED ALMOST ENTIRELY ON PROPOSALS PRESENTED 
IN UNCTAD PAPER ON TRADE LIBERALIZATION AND FAO PAPER ON PRICING 
POLICY. THESE PROPOSALS WERE ADOPTED WITH MINOR CHANGES PREEACED 
BY USG EORMULA PREVIOUSLY USED IN REPORT ON JUTE INTENSIVE 
CONSULTATIONS QUOTE EOLLOWING PROLRSALS INDICATE SOME POSSIBLE 
LINES OF ACTION WHICH SHOULD BE PRESENTED TO INTERESTED 
GOVERNMENTS FOR THEIR CONSIDERATION UNQUOTE. 
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2. NO CONCERTED EFFORT WAS MADE TO TURN CONSULTATIONS INTO 
NEGOTIATIONS AND ATTEMPT TO PUT PROPOSALS ON AGENDA FOR 
NEXT REGULAR FAO INTERGOVERNMENTAL GROUP ON HARD FIBERS 
MEETING WAS SUCCESSFULLY RESISTED THUS TERMINATING THESE 
INTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS. VOLPE 
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
